LYNN, Mass., Aug. 25.— Thousands 


came into Lynn today from all tbe sur- 
rounding country to welcome President 
Roosevelt. Lynn has taken on gala at- 
tiro and oil was in readiness by noon. 
Tbe city hall, an especially elaborate dis- 
play of bunting and flags, showed well, 
and in front a stand tastefully trimmed 
was in place from which the president 
was to spei.k. Soon after 3 o'clock May- 
or Shepherd, Alderman Eastman and Wil- 
liam A. Willcy, president of the common 
council drove to ihe boundary line bo- 
'tween Lynn nnd Nahant where they met 
the president arid his party as they came 
from Nahant. There was a rapid change 
of carriages, the mayor entering that of 
the president in place of J. T. Wilson, of 
the Naliant selectmen who took ^layor 
Shepherd's seat, and the march was -tak- 
en up to the city hall. Factories, shops 
and stores generally closed at noon, and 
the streets wore thronged with people. 
Fully 130,000 people lined tho way ..and 
the cheers resstmded continually. Tho 
president's appearance on the speaker's 
stand caused a swelling wave of applause 
and cheers to extend from the platform 
out over the throng. : The cheering broke 
out afresh as the president arose to 
speak. His address wns brief and at its 
conclusion he was escorted to the rail- 
road station to take the train for Bos- 
ton.

GREATER IN THE COONTRY 


Illiteracy Among Urban Voters Twice 


That of Adult Males in 


the Cities. 


WASHINGTON:, Aug. 25.—The census 


office today issued a preliminary report 
on illiteracy among men of voting age 
in the city and country districtsiin the 
ccnoiis year 1900. The report includes 
under the term "illiterates'^ those who 
can neither read nor write and also a 
small number who can read but cannot 
write. 


In the United States as a who'c ex- 


cluding Alaska .and Hawaii, the male 
population at le.-istK21 years of age and 
living in cities having at least 25,000 
inhabitants, was 5,835,644, of whom 330,- 
223 or six per cent were reported as il- 
literate. In the rest of the country the 
number of men of voting age was 15,- 
248,035, o( whom 17,049,247 or 13 per 
cent were reported as illiterate. 


These figures indicate that illiteracy 


amonc aflult males is loss man .half as

prevalent in the large cities as it is in 
the rest of the United States. 


The difference,- the report says, is duo 


largely to the fact that the urban pop- 
ulation of the country is massed 'fn the 
northern and. western states and illiter- 
acy is -less frequent there than in other 
pir.ls, of-the .'country."

Gobin said today that he does -not see 
any signs of a settlement. In fact he 
states that all indications point more 
definitely to a prolongation of the strike 
now than they did when he first reached 
here. He keeps in touch with the strik- 
ers, as well as the operators, and may be 
seen daily riding over the hills with 
members of his staff. Along the road 
.he frequently holds conversations with 
miners, all of whom display a friendly 
feeling toward him personally.

Smallpox han almost died out in Wis- 


consin, although it is erpeoted that there 
will be «n increa*a in the' number of 
cases next fall and winter. Twenty new 
cases were reported to Dr. U. ,0. B. Win- 
gate of Milwaukee Saturday: The. week 
.before there were thirty-two oases and 
the first week of this month,' twenty- 
eight. The disease was at its 'height 
last January, 1,521 co.scs and ten deaths 
.being reported for the month. Dr. Win- 
.gate said that he expected another epi- 
.demic next winter, though tharo would 
probably bo a less number of cases. Al- 
though there are a large number of ty- 
phoid fever cases In. the city, but few 
more .than usual for this time of the 
year are reported in the state. "Wo al- 
ways have more or less '.typhoid fever 
at this time of the year," said Dr. Win- 
gate, "nnd this year" the weather has ag- 
gravated the disease. 
The frequent 


rains have caused many wells to become 
polluted and from drinking this water, 
persons get ih© malady. Ori the whole 
the «iate is in an unusually healthy con- 
dition." Hacine had ovc-r 300 cages,.but 
at present there is not a card up in the 
town.

The total number of^churches in,Chi- 


cago, according ,to the directory for 1002, 
is 066. Manifestly it would be impossi* 
bis to count the attendance 'at all 6t 
these churches, except by elaborate pre- 
paration. One hundred and twenty-five 
leading churches were therefore selected, 
and a careful1 count ^vas made of the 
people' present, with the following re- 
sults: 
• Men; 26,948; women, 41,241. Total, 
63,189. It was decided after a study' of 
statistics, that a. conservative .estimate 
'of the total number'in-'attendance at all: 
the churches df the city yesterday would 
be three times the numbers counted.' 


To• determine the 
percentages -that 


these numbers bore' .to .the total adult 
population of Chicago; the United States 
census' of 1900 was used as a,basiS., 


As th'e population increased at the. rate 


of 5.44 per cent annually between 1900 
and 1902, it was considered, that the pop- 
ulation for 1902 could reasonably anil 
conservatively Tie considered 10.per cent, 
greater than it was in'1900, and the per- 
centage computations were made-on this 
basis.

Chris Slot,-a prominent grocer of'Racine, 
in favor of the defendant. • 


It appears that Mr. Slot purchased ex- 


tracts and other goods of the company 
to the value of $173. Theresas a con- 
tract drawn and signed by Mr. Slot. 
When, the Standard company attempted 
to collect the money, or a part of it, Mr. 
Slot refused to pay. 
The company com- 


meneed an action to recover ths same. 


John'T. Wentworth, attorney-at-law, 


was engaged to look after the interests 
of the company, and Cooper, Simmons, 
Nelson & Walker were engaged 
by Mr. 


Slot. 


In answer to the complain the defen- 


dant, through his attorneys, denied that 
he is indebted to the plaintiff for $173; 
that the contract was void and inopera- 
tive and of no effect, for the reason that 
said contract or agreement, or signature 
of the1 defendant was secured through 
trickery, misrepresentations, etc. 


The defendant furthw alleges 
upon 


information and -belief that the. plaintiff, 
the Standard Manufacturing company, 
is a foreign corporations and that said 
corporation lias not complied with the 
provisions of section 1770, B., R. S., of 
Wisconsin, in that plaintiff has not filed 
ts certificate of incorporation with the 
secretary of state to enable it to dn bus- 
iness within the state of Wisconsin. 


Judge Smieding, in deciding in favor 


of the defendant, did so on the theory 
that the plaintiff had not complied with 
the provisions of section 1770 B., Revised 
Statutes of Wisconsin, and hence had no 
legal right to do business in the state of 
Wisconsin. 


The decision interests no less than 


eleven business men of Racine, all of 
whom signed contracts with the Stan- 
dard Manufacturing company, for some 
$173 worth of extracts and other goods.

Wine for HorsM. 


There is now too much 'Mn ordi-

The".report includes 
under the term "illiterates" those who 
can neither read nor write and also a 
small number who can read but cannot 
write. 


In the United S_tates as a whole ex- 


cluding Alaska .and Hawaii, the male 
population at' least.. 21 .years of age'and 
living in cities having at least 25,000 
inhabitants, was 3,885,644, of whom 339,- 
223 or six per cent were reported as il- 
•litenrte. In tlie rest of the country the 
number of men of voting age was 15,- 
248,655, of whom 17,040,247 or'13" per- 
cent were reported as illiterate. 


These figures indicate that illiteracy 


among, adult males i* less, fnan ,half as 
prevalent in the large cities as it is in 
the rest of the United States. 


The difference, the report says, is due 


largely to the fact that the urban pop- 
ulation of the country is massed'fn the 
northern and. western states and illiter- 
acy Js-less frequent there than in other

where he delivered an address from his 
carriage.

GREAT PROBLEMS TO SOLVE. 


"Mr. Mayor, and You, My, Felloiv. 'Cit- 


izens: 
I thank you for the greeting you 


have given me and for the'chance of see- 
ing you this morning. ' I have greatly, en-

state. I welcome the 
opportunity of 


meeting you. I think that it is an ad- 
vantage to all of us who are trying to 
put your purpose and wish into effect in 
the national legislation and administra- 
tion when \vc c*an come in torich with 
you personally. I hnve taken the chance 
to try, now that congress is not in ses- 
sion, of going through the country to 
see you, my fellow citizens.

There "are real and 
jreat evils in our social and economic 
ife and these evils stand out with ugly

sight. There is every need of striving 
n all possible ways, 
individually and 


collectively by conbinations among our- 
selves in private life, and through the rec- 
ognized organs of government, for the 
cutting out of these evils. Only let us 
be sure that we do not use the knife 
with an ignorant zeal which would make 
t more dangerous to the patient than 
to the disease. 


ERA OF COMBINATIONS. 


"One 
of the dangers of the tremend- 


ous industrial-growth of the last genera- 
tion'lias been the very great increase in 
large private, and.especially in large cor- 
porate fortunes. We may like this or 
not, just as we please, but it is a fact, 
nevertheless, and as far as we. can see it 
isVan invisible result of tlie working of 
^various causes, prominent among which 
has been the immense importance'steam 
and electricity have assumed in modern 
life! • .'Urban population 
has .grown in 


.tljia -.country as in all .sivilized countries, 
mucTi faster than the population, as a 
.whole.during the last century, and:where. 
'men, are'.''gathered together , in - great 
masses it ine'vitamly results that they 
must work far more largely by means 
•of combina'tions among themselves than 
•when they live isolated Jrom one ;»nd 


anotfier. Nowj' suppose that most of us 
jrefer on many accounts the old condi- 
tions of life, under which the average 
man lived, more to himself and-by him- 
self, when the vaverage' community -was 
more self-dependent,;_ and where' even 
:hough the. standard of comfort was low- 
er on the average, yet tfiere was less of 
the glaring inequality in worldly. condi- 
tions which we now see' in. oiir great cit- 
ies. 


SIMPLE LIFE THE BEST. 


"It is not true that the poor have 


grown poorer, but some of the rich have 


so very much richei" that where, 


multitudes of men are herded together 
in a limited space, the contras't strikes 
the onlooker as more .violent than form- 
erly. On the whole .cur people earn more- 
and live better than ever before and the 
progress of which we are so proud could 
not have taken place had it not been for 
the great upbuilding of industrial cen- 
ters, such as our commercial and manu- 
facturing cities. Bu.t together with the 
good there has come a measure of evil. 
Life is not so simple as it was and sure- 
ly both for the individual and the com- 
munity the simple life is normally the 
healthy lite. There is not in the cities 
the same sense .of common underlying 
brotherhood which there is still in coun- 
try localities and the lines 
of 
social 


cleavage are far more clearly marked. 


THE RIGHT TO COMBINE. 


"For some of the evils which have at- 


tended upon the good of the changed 
conditions, we- can at present see no 
complete remedy. For others the rem- 
edy .miis-t come by-.the action of men 
themselves 
in their private 
capacity, 


whether merely as individuals or by com- 
bination one with another. For yet oth- 
ers some other remedy can be found in 
legislative and executive action, nation- 
al, state or municipal. Much of the com- 
plaint against combinations is entirely 
unwarranted. Under present day condi- 
tions it is as necessary to have corpora- 
tions in the business /world as it is to 
have -organizations among wage earners. 
But we have a right.-to:ask in each case 
that they shall do good and not harm. 


Exactly as labor organizations, when 


managed intelligently and in -a spirit of 
justice and fair play, are of very great

The northern 
apologists for child labor in the south 
put forward the specious plea that it is 
a work of charity to furnish employment 
for the children, who are thus kept out 
of mischief. But what

Wine for Horses. 


There is now too much "Yin ordi- 


naire'1 In France, owiug to growers 
having abandoned "vin. de Icxe" and 
the Central Society of Agriculture of 
Herault.'calls attention to a proprietor 
who gives the common wine to horses 
aa. part 6f>'their diet. This was dono 
before, in 1874 and 1875, when tha 
harvests were abundant The horses 
require to be habituated to the wina 
by steeping part of their corn in It 
and putting this in the bottom, of tha 
manger'below corn untreated. Tho 
proportion of corn with •wine is in- 
creased gradually, until the horse 
comes to like it. Some horses are 
thus led to drink wine almost pure 
and even to enjoy It. They trot very 
well on the wice, although the ration 
of corn is diminished in proportion. 
M. Montclair has given wine to 
draught horses and finds that bar- 
ley or other grains 'With wine are 
about as stimulating as com.—Lon- 
don Globe.
